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“And so our answer,’”’ said Archbishop Cush- 
ing, “to those who ask us to sympathize with 
local fellow travelers and who ask us to sign 
E statements in behalf of the freedom of speech 
Vn of local Communists, is extremely simple. This 
is it: Let us exchange autographs. Let the local 
lovers of civil liberties give us public statements 
of their concern over the systematic violation 
of our liberties by the Reds in Poland, in Yugo- 
slavia, in Lithuania, in occupied Germany and 
hs elsewhere. Perhaps then we can hear with better

Harry Hopkins, Samuel Rosenman, Felix Frank- 
furter and David Niles, all Marxists, were running 
the New Deal for the benefit of world-wide Com- 
munism. 


The League for Peace and Democracy, run 
by Communists, with dupes such as Eleanor 
Roosevelt,. Henry Wallace, and their starry-eyed 
followers, raised vast sums of money. The revo- 
jution was touched off by Spanish Communists, 
backed by Eleanor and her whole tribe. 


_ The Commuists in Spain called themselves 
Loyalists. (In the U.S. now they are Liberals).

Then they began to 
show their colors. 


War was opened .on Christianity —- the revo- 
lution was on. One and a half million were to 
die in this civil war during 1936 and 1937. Civil- 
ians were dragged into the streets and marched 
off like cattle; 25,000 churches were burned; 
20,000 Priests were killed, many being saturated 
with oil and set fire to in the streets; Nuns, girls, 
and women generally, were raped. 


Just as soon as the revolution was touched off, 
who should come out in the open to take charge 
and give orders to destroy Christian Spain? 
Russian Ambassador to Spain, Moses Rosenberg. 


This Christ-hating Communist, who had been 
in Spain apparently as Ambassador, had been 
directing the overthrow of Spain — just as all 
Russian Representatives in the U.S. have been 
doing since F.D.R recognized Russia after being 
tricked by Litvinoff.

Set on Fire, Goes Up In Flames 


General Franco finally drove the Commun’sts out of Spain after a bloody revolution 


and the death of a million-and a half people. 


Stalin is now working through his Fifth 


Column in America to help open Spain to the Red Army so it can rape, rob and destroy

guns and supplies were smuggled into Spain. 
Previous to the outbreak of the revolution, a list 
had been prepared in each town and city, naming 
all who were to be liquidated. All capable of 
leadership, such as teachers, Priests, lawyers, 
and police, were immediately killed if captured. 


Stalin sent 100,000 Red soldiers from Russia 
to make certain Communism was permanently 
established. The Kremlin ordered 52 countries 
to organize fighters and send them into Christian 
Spain. (This is what the U.S. may expect when 
the take-over is prepared). These were called 
the International Brigades. In the U.S. the 
Abraham Lincoln and the George Washington 
brigades were organized and large sums of money 
raised publicly, while the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion, that should have jailed these Church Burn- 
ers, actually helped them every way possible. 


General Franco organized forces to try to re- 
capture Spain from Communism. Germany and 
Italy knew that Stalin would use Spain as a 
jumping off place to get into France, which 
Leon Blum, as President, had made ready. 


Germany would have to fight Communism on 
both sides and a strong Marxist Fifth Column 
inside Germany. Hence Germany and Italy sent 
planes to aid Spain in its struggle for existence 
as a republic. 


Communism was defeated in its move to cap-

Eugene Dennis, my former mentor in the 
Communist Party . . the man who recruited 
me into the organization in 1936, and gave me 
the alias JOHN KEATS, has been sentenced to 
prison. 

By an interesting paradox, six of the twelve 
Washington jurors, who found Dennis guilty, 
were negroes. 


This must have been a hard blow, because the 
Communist Party — of which he is General 
Secretary, has for years concentrated their prop- 


aganda upon the negro population of the United 


States. 


We were told in Party circles that the negro 
was to be robbed of his religion . . . organized 
into shock troops to do the dirty work, and bear 
the brunt of the street fighting, when the revolu- 
tion came . . and to be encouraged toward, 
acts of violence, particularly rape, as the Nation 
became more and more sovietized by propaganda. 

Sheer duplicity prompts the Party to choose a, 
negro to run for Vice President, from time to 
time, on the Communist ticket. I know what the 
leaders really think of the black race! 


Considerable progress has been made in gen- 
erating hatred for Christianity and democratic 
government among negroes. Langston Hughes, 
the negro poet, is an example. His song, ‘“‘Good- 
bye’ Christ,’”? symbolizes a trend, and. illustrates 
what Communism is accomplishing, to an alarm- 
ing degree, among the members of his race.

Speaking of Eugene Dennis . . let me say 
that information regarding his close connections 
with the Kremlin, came to me while 1 was active 
in the Party. I learned that he and Stalin were 
warm personal friends. In fact Dennis discussed 
with me some of the secret exchanges, that passed 
between himself and the dictator, 

This will be made clear as | proceed. 


The winter of 1936 and ’37 was a momentous 
period for the International Communist Party. 
It was engaged in civil war, within the borders 
of Spain. Party members throughout the world 
were instructed to cooperate in recruiting an 
INTERNATIONAL ARMY. 


A place was made on every agenda, of Party 
meetings in the United States, for the discussion 


of Spain. Official Washington approved the 
procedure. The Germans gained the everlastmg 
animosity of President Roosevelt when they sent 
armed forces to, help on the side of Franco. 


Every comrade had to take a physical exam- 
ination, by a Party doctor, to determine whether 
he was fit for military service overseas. This con- 
firms m ystatement in an earlier article — that 
the Communist Party is NOT A PARTY. 

It is rather, an underground, revolutionary army, 
representing a foreign power. 

Dennis instructed me, and other members of 
the Milwaukee branch, that in the event of being 
sent to Spain we were to learn every method of 
street fighting, to qualify as officers when the 
revolution would break in our American cities. 

Thousands of American comrades were as- 
signed to duty in Spain, with the two International 
Divisions — the Abraham Lincoln Brigade and 
the George Washington Brigade. 


During this period, a change took place in the 
Party leadership in Wisconsin. JOE STALIN 
PERSONALLY ORDERED DENNIS TO SPAIN, 
WITH INSTRUCTIONS TO SEND HIS RE- 
PORTS DIRECTLY TO THE KREMLIN, 

This instantly elevated our Wisconsin leader to 
a place of supreme importance in the thinking of 
all American comrades.

Practically all Party members sent from the 
United States to participate in the Spanish civil 
war, had to be smuggled out of the Country. 
They encountered no opposition from New Deal 
departments at Washington. 


Wisconsin comrades were equipped with fake 
passports obtained under aliases. My father-in- 
faw’s apartment became the clearing House for 
this illegal practice. 

These were picked up daily by Dorothy Hart- 
man, alias Doris Berger, whom | later married 
— and whose conversion was ultimately rte- 
sponsible for my acceptance of Christ and com- 
plete repudiation of Communism. 

Dorothy would deliver the passports to Party 
headquarters at Milwaukee, where they were 
assigned to those ordered to Spain. 

The enlistees were then sent to New York, 
where they embarked for France. There the Blum 


' government gave them arms, after which they 


were smuggled through the Pyrenees Mountains 
under cover of darkness. Many never came back, 

Those who returned were made heroes at 
specially planned home comings. Elaborate 
parties were given them at New York. Here the 
most brazen experiences in sexual promiscuity, 
ever produced by human degeneracy, were pub- 
licly related. 

Under the influence of liquor, these returning 
soldiers of the revolution poured out to gleeful 
listeners, their unspeakable, barbaric adventures 
in Spain. 

They told of raids on convents, where every 
Nun would be repeatedly raped by alternating 
Red beasts, until dead. Then their bodies would 
be piled high, like cordwood, in public places. 
After being swathed with oil, the torch was ap- 
plied, and the stench of burning flesh became a 
sweet odor to the nostrils of these half-crazed 
Communists. 

Returning comrades told of their vandalistic 
destruction of church property. Some displayed 
rosary beads and other ornaments, stolen from 
the bodies of Priests whom they had slain. Pro- 
testants, though fewer in number, suffered in 
proportion. I shall never be able to erase these 
horrible atrocity stories from my memory. Would 
to God that | could! 

Such meetings were held behind carefully 
guarded, closed doors. Only Party members 
were treated to these sadistic demonstrations,

When Dennis left for Spain, his position was 
filled by an oldtime revolutionist from’ Russia, 
who went under the name of Ned Sparks. 

This man remained in Wisconsin until the 
close of World War ll . . . after which he was 
assigned to the Los Angeles area.

Drama Editor, N. Y. Times. 
Dear Sir: 


In a recent issue, thoroughly disapprove the 
writings of your contributors anent investigations 
of un-American Activities in Washington and who 
take the point of view that such investigations 
are silly, unimportant and held to harass and vex, 
and sometimes injure, innocent people. 


As one who has studied subversive groups in 
America for twenty years, desire to protest against 
such a dangerous attitude by people connected 
with the New York stage. 


If any of these caustic critics would attend a 
Communist meeting at Madison Square Garden 
_and see from 18,000 to 20,000 enthusiastic and 
zealous Communists, he might change his mind 
about the present campaign against subversive 
groups in America. 


Your contributors do not seem to differentiate 
between an investigation and a trial. The former 
is what the name implies and is in nowise con- 
sidered a trial where legal rules of evidence are 
applied.
